In oats, however, tha inoreme 
jas been small, from 433 to 5GO bushels 
Beckoning tho tbree i. together, the in- 
crease in purchasing power of wages has 
been 77.G percent This shows tho value 
of protection, and as it is issued by a 
democratic administration and especially 
by a democratic commissioner of agri- 
culture, who is a pure-blooded bourbon 
We hope our democratic friends will 
not say it is a republican lio.
